TT is no doubt whatever that the Japan- 


ese, finding themselves unable to subdue the 
Chinese people and win them over by force ot 
arms, are wilfully attempting to break down their 
morale by destroying them body and soul with a 
form of warfare far more deadly than the use of 
poison gas along the Yangtse front. They un- 
doubtedly realize that the Chinese masses cannot 
be intimated or browbeaten into accepting their 
obnoxious rule, so they are resorting to a mean, 
dirty and underhand method of exterminating 
them, namely, with drugs—heroin and opium.

Let us, for instance, remember the per- 
secuted Jews; poor, bleeding Spain and war-torn 
China. Let us think for a brief moment about the 
newly orphaned children, the widowed women 
and bereaved mothers in these saddened lands, 
and by the measure of our pity, realise a little 
the blessings we have here in this great Dominion 
of ours. 

Christmas always brings to mind how extra- 
ordinary it is that so many of the customs ob- 
served at this festive time are pagan in their 
origin. Mistletoe, with its pretty greenish-white 
berries, nestling among pale green Jeaves, plays 
a large part in Christmas celebrations in the old: 
countries, and this is a relic of the old heathen 
Druids of ancient British days. The turkey at 
Christmas is of American origin, and of compara- 
tively recent years; but don’t we all now look 
upon the turkey as a necessary adjunct to our 
Christmas Dinner, so quickly are customs born! 

Christmastime is essentially Children’s Time, 
for after all, as Christians, this is what we are 
celebrating, the Birth of a Little Child. Isn’t it 
lovely to see a bunch of expectant little faces at 
a Christmas tree concert? When they have fin- 
ished their little “pieces” and their songs and dia- 
logues, they sit on uncomfortable, hard benches, 
straining their ears to hear the sound of Santa’s 
bells. It is quite,a thrill to sit and watch the 
glory of implicit. belief shining in those young 
eyes, and feel that we have played a small -part 
in giving them this pleasure. These concerts teach 
the children a lot more than just words and music 
—they teach them a spirit of give and take, a 
sense of deportment, a desire to “play the game” 
to the best advantage of their respective schools. 
The little treats they receive at these concerts are 
sometimes the only Christmas treats some chil- 
dren get, and for that alone, are very well worth 
while, 

“It is hardly believable, the warm weather and 
to ‘our conéeption of 
‘Christmastime in Canada. Usually at this time the 
land’ is sleeping peacefully under a mantle of 
Snow. All around is virgin white in beautiful 
contrast to the bright blue skies of Alberta. Do 
you remember, how for the last two years, when 
Christmas morning came, it came to us framed 
in diamonds, the trees self-decorated with gleam- 
ing strands of silver frost, the air chill, and in- 
vigorating? Perhaps Mother Goose will start 
throwing down her little white feathers this week, 
but even so, our hopes of a white Christmas are 
slim. 

Before I close, I would like to thank those 
readers of this column who have kindly given me 
a word of appreciation and encouragement during 
the past year. Those were such worthwhile gifts 
something to be cherished and thought about 
when life-seems complicated and the benefit of 
one’s efforts doubtful. One bereaved reader, ig- 
norant of the identity of “Bridget,” spoke of com- 
fort received on’ reading one of these articles, 
and that alone has made the writing of 52 articles 
this year very worthwhile. It is an extraordi- 
nary trait in human nature to accept things as 
they come, and only if displeased, voice disappro- 
bation. A little word of cheer, of encouragement, 
of appreciation, is so easy to give, and it may 
mean more than we can visualise to the recipient. 

So, once again, I am going to wish you a very 
Happy Christmas and you must interpret for 
yourself what this word “happy” means to you. 
Would that the words of the angels’ song on that 
first Christmas Day, more than 1900 years ago, 
“Peace on earth, goodwill to men,” were realised 
today. With war, and the daily spilling of inno- 
cent blood, how far is the world removed from 
that Christian ideal? That there is ample good- 
will among individuals is proved by that moun- 
tainous heap of more than 55,000 nickels which the 
people have poured into Calgary to feed those 
less fortunate than themselves on Christmas Day. 
The problem that presents itself to us is, how can 
this Christmas Goodwill be prolonged into a daily 
feeling of goodwill towards our fellowmen; for, 
by so doing, most, if not all, of our present ills 
would be eradicated.
